“We should be able to admit all 
qualified applicants for spring (semes- 
ter), including some borderline cases,” 
Education Coordinator Ray Endres 
said 

The CSUS program is currently 
training 712 students to become sec- 
ondary school teachers. The overwhelm- 
ing demands for entrance into this 
program has forced the department to 
make some changes. These changes 
have included increasing its budget by 
80 to 85 percent over the last several 
years, hiring more part-time teach- 
ers to handle the increased number of 
students, and making new projections 
about ‘he demand for teachers through 





This growing interest in the teach 
ing profession coincides with the ur 
gent demands for more educators 
throughout the state. There are se\ 
eral re..ons for these demands 

The Spanish-speaking populaven 
of California is growing. This growth 
has created a need for more bilingual 
teachers 

In addition, California's average 
Class size has grown into the largest in 
the country. The state plans to break 
down the size of its classes to a more 
manageable level. Breaking down 
class size will create more classes 
overall. Obviously, these additional 
Classes will require additional teachers 

Additional teachers are also need- 
ed to take the places of other teachers 
who are retiring early or changing 
professions. The attntion rate for teach- 
ers Continues to be high

bulk of increase

In a move that has rendered efforts 
Of its own task force obsolete, the 
Associated Students Incorporaied has 
approved a contract w’th the athletics 
department that was proposed by 
Sen. Michael Shahda 


The contract, which will give 
about $340,000 each year to athletics 
from funds generated by the recently 
approved 
last seven years. The longest contract 
ASI has had in the past has been for 
five years

“I'm glad the whole thing is 
resolved,” Dean of Students Tim 
Comstock said. “It’s good for ASI, it’ 
good for the students, and it will de 
good for athletics.’ 

The athletics contract, which was 
authored by Shahda who helped 
Stage the controversial fee increase 
election last spring, will give $7.25 of 
Student to the 


athletics department. The 


the $13 increase per 
contract 
also includes clauses insuring womens 
sports and spiritleaders a share of the 
money and will guarantee free tickets 
to students for athletic events up to 40 
percent of the seating capacity 


In essence, the proposal that the 
task force had drawn up is null and 
voi,” ASI Executive Director David 
Bush said. Bush sat on the committee 
appointed by ASI that was supposed 
to make recommendations on spend 
ing of the funds. Also on the commit- 
tee were Sen. Scott Baty, ASI Senate 
Chair Sandra Samaniego and Com 
stock, whose efforts were sidestepped 
in favor of Shahda’s proposal 

‘it was a vote for student life,” 
Shahda said. “This was the first 
attempt to bring to the CSUS campus 
a real collegiate expenence. Ten years 
down the road, Sac State will be a 
better place because of what we're 
doing now, and I'm proud of that.” 

Shahda said he and Athletic 
Director Thomas Pucci have been 
working on plans “to biunt criticism 
that athletics will take the money and 
run,” including a shuttle bus service 
running from the CSUS campus to 
the ARCO Arena for events held 
there 

“I feel it’s a valsd contract,” Bush 
said. “Suill, there's a lot of bad feelings 
about the contract that stem from the 


onginal fee increase election. But it’s a 
separate issue and should be treated 
that way. Bush referred to com 
plaints that the increase was “rail 
roaded” through the senate, then 
passed by the student body in a 
fraudulent election 

“The students got the same deal 
now as they did with last seme: ‘er's 
fee increase,” Samaniego said. “Both 
were rammed through the senate 
without much consideration 

“| don't think the senate made a 
wise Choice. Haif the senators didn’t 
look at the wording or at the commit- 
tee’s recommendation,” she said. “For 
example, the spinitieaders will get a 
mimmum of three percent of the 
budget annually. That's at least 
$10,000 per year, and to do what? 
Buy socks? My God, we don’t fund 
other programs like we do our spirit- 
leaders. It was an uninformed deci-

vtudents Against Fraudulent Edu- 
cation (SAFE) leader Albert Braden 
said he still plans to have a measure 
calling for a repeai of the fee increase 
placed on the fall elecuons ballot 

“I'm appalled, it's absolutely fool 
is} 10 Sign & CONtrach giving away 
money they don’t even have,” Braden 
said. “If my fee increase repeal goes 
through, they'll be slapped with 
another lawsuit from the athletic 
department for not handing over the 
money ASI had contracted to give 
them.” 

In other ASI action, Bush reported 
that most of the programs sponsored 
by ASI are now covered by recently 
acquired insurance policies, alleviat- 
ing a crisis that has endured since Oct 
17. “Evervone can rest easier sow,” 
Comstock said 


The new liability coverage, for 
which ASI will pay annual premiums 
of about $80,000, covers such pro- 
grams as the child care center and all 
Campus clubs, fraternities and sorori- 
ties. The only programs not imme- 
diately covered are the intramural 
poris program and Mountain Wolf 
ski repairs and rentals 

Bush recommended against con- 
tinuing the Mountain Wolf ski activi- 
ties because of possible lawsuits, even 
though he estimated Mountain Wolf 
could lose up to $13,000 this year if 
shut down

(submerged plants). A smail pineapple plant sits in a 
corner on a wooden table and there are even a few 
Venus's-fy traps. Plants literally grow from the ceiling and 
out of the floor. Even the walls are covered with growth 


The greenhouse 1s divided into several rooms, includ- 
ing the desert room, which contains plants such as cactus, 
and (wo tropical rooms, where purple orchids and lush 
ferns are on display. There is also a room filled to capacity 
with class projects. Each plant has been identified by its 
genernc name and sex 


And these are not the types of plants which can be 
found in someone's backyard. “Some of these plants are 
(almost) extinct,” Agostinelli said. Others are from places 
such as Australia, Southeast Asia and Africa 

In the five years that Agostinelli has been taking care of 
these exotic flora, he has never had anything die 

“There's kind of a knack that's hard to describe,” he 
saul. “Either you have it or you don't.” 


Agostinelli certainly has a green thumb. He also has 
two bachelor’s degrees, one in biology and the other in 
anthropology, which he earned at CSUS in 1972

Taking care of the greenhouse is a full-time job, and 
there are many times when Agostinelli works extra hours 
“Instructors need plants that are in certain growing 
stages,” he explained, “so sometimes I have to come in on 
the weekend to start something.” 

He has also had some unusual requests. “People knock 
on the door and ask me if I will take care of their sick 
plants.” He says this is where he draws the line. “I don't 
want to introduce any diseases to any of my plants.” 


The operating budget for the greenhouse is $1200 per 
year. Agostinelli made a proposal last year to have the 
building expanded, but so far nothing has been done. 

“There are a lot of things I can’t grow because J just 
don't have the room,” he said 


To compensate for this, Agostinelii has been experi- 
menting with the ground around the outside of the green- 
house. He can grow larger plants outdoors; he uses the 
leaves from the trees to fertilize the soil 

“I think hardly anybody knows I'm here,” Agos- 
tinelii said, “and I don't mind.” He has a lot of freedom and 
he enjoys the peace and quiet. “Hopefully,” he said with a 
smile, “T'll retire from here.”

Music banners stolen 


The CSUS Police Department does not have any 
leads as to who stole 1] music festival banners, worth 
approximately $525, from the campus 

The crime has been labeled as grand theft, which is a 
felony, according to Carl Perry, the department's public

EDITORIAL | 
A legal fee increase or no increase at all 


“Shall the university activity fee become $26 a semester, [an 
increase of $13] with $8 going to athletics for scholarships, 
post-season travel, capital improvements and the Spiritleaders? In 
return, the students shall receive free admission to all CSUS home 
athletic events, including Hughes Stadium and ARCO Arena.” 


This was the actual language used on last semester's controver- 
sial fee increase initiative. The initiative was passed, but many 
questions have been raised about its legality. Students Against 
Fraud in Education, a group formed in response to the way the 
election was handled, filed a grievance with the university. The 
Associated Students, Inc. Board of Justice reviewed the grievance 
ind found the election had indeed violated ASI’s constitution. 
Nevertheless, university President Donald Gerth approved the 


increase 


For the sake of this discussion, suppose the fee increase and 
election process were legal. Is ASI upholding the intent of the 


language on the ballot? 


lhe language stipulated that athletics would get $8 of every 
$13. Last week’s contract allocated only $7.25 for athletics. 
Whether it is fair or necessary for any amount of money to go to 
sports is beside the point. What is relevant is that ASI did not 
adhere to the language on the bailot 

What about the ballot’s deciaration that all students would be 
admitted to home events free? It was distorted by ASI to read that 
“students will be guaranteed forty percent (40%) of the total 
seating capacity for all athletic events held at CSUS and ail 


Gesignated home athletic events.” 


Hoes that guarantee all students will receive free seaung? Of 
course not. Once students have filled 40 percent of the seats, the 
rest of the students who want to attend will have to pay 

Not only ts this a blatant violation of the language on the fee 
increase initiative, but it leaves ASI wide open for another lawsuit.

Any student who does not get one of the free seats has grounds to 
sue ASI for not providing the “free admission” guaranteed in the 
initiative. 

There is yet another surprise in last week’s athletic contract: 
ASI will “provide tutorial services for athletes to ensure satisfac- 
tory academic performance.” Also, “a computer shall be pur- 
chased out of the athletics budget, not to exceed $3,000, to assist 
those athletes that are academically underprepared.” 

Were these services mentioned in the original initiative? The 
answer is no, at least not specifically. Perhaps ASI has decided 
that the “capital improvements” mentioned in the initiative meant 
tutors and a computer. Perhaps “capital improvements” is an 
ambiguous phrase a loophole invented by ASI and/or 
athletics in order to allow ASI to vote in whatever it wants 


This editorial is not meant to be a condemnation of sports or 
the athletic department. Perhaps athletes do need all the money 
and services allocated them by ASI. Perhaps CSUS does need a 
fee increase, legal or not. But if the fee increase is going to be 
upheid, ASI must stick to what was voted on. Although it is 
against ASI’s constitution to “earmark” funds on a ballot initia- 
tive, that is obviously what was done for the athletics department 
Ii is not our student senate’s nght to gratuitously violate its own 
constitution and then to deliberately misinterpret the language on 
the initiative. It is not ASI’s right to ignore its own Board of 
Justice’s ruling. Neither is it ASI's right to change the ballot 
proposal 


It is not too late to send a message of disapproval to ASL. This 
week’s election (Dec. 3, 4, and 5) will include an initiative to 
repeal the fee increase. A vote to repeal the increase is a vote for 
integrity in government. If CSUS is to have a fee increase, it 
should at least be done without any questions of legality. Do not 
let ASI abuse its power

She pointed 
out that the Worid Court's deci 
$iONS are Only accepted when it 
suits the needs of a nation. In 
much the same way, the ruling by 
the AS! Board of Justice did not 
Suit the needs of the establish- 
ment, $0 it was swept aside. The 
decision to ignore the ruling of 
the ASI Board of Justice is

Although students of CSUS 
were allowed to speak before the 
Senate on Nov 18, the disrup- 
tions by a small group of sena 
tors during each speaker's turn 
only served to further denigrate 
the legitimacy of the AS!

On Monday, November 17, a 
panel discussion was held 
regarding the development of a 
formal sexual assault prevention 
program on campus. The panei, 
consisting of four women repres- 
enting the Women's Studies Stu- 
dent Association, the Women's 
Resource Center, Sacramento 
Women Against Rape, and the 
Sacramento Women's Center, 
discussed various dynamics of 
rape: incidence and other statis- 
tics, characteristics of assailants, 
campus rape, acquaintance rape, 
and rape trauma syndrome 

The panei neglected to 
acknowledge the only existing 
community agency exclusively 
offering services to sexual assault 
victims. Presently, the Sacra- 
mento Rape Crisis Center works 
a 24-hour crisis line for sexual 
assault victims needing emer- 
gency assistance: psychological 
counseling referrals, medical or 

egal advocacy, and — in some 


cases — emergency housing for 
victims in immediate danger 
Additional services include pro- 
fessional counseling for victims, 
for family members of victims 
and for significant others; public 
Speaking engagements; and an 
extensive referral service cover- 
Ing @ wide spectrum of commun- 
ity and government agencies 
offering various services, such as 
drug rehabilitation, suicide prev- 
ention, health clinics, youth 
counseling, child abuse preven- 
tion, and many other services 
There is also a men's component 
at Sacramento Rape Crisis offer- 
ing help to male victims and male 
farnily members 

| am in total support of a sex- 
ualt assault prevention program 
on campus.

“My name is Frank Bascombe. | 
am 4 sportswriter.” Thus begins 
Richard Ford’s new novel “The 
Sportswriter,” which is about a man 
who must face down a “terrible, sear- 
ing regret” and, in so doing, save his 
life 


Review 


The American Dream has not 
exactly stayed its progressive course 
for Frank Bascombe. He has failed as 
a novelist, his oldest son has died at 
13, his marriage has failed, and he is 
having problems with friends and 
lovers. But Bascombe is an unusual 
man, who takes life as he took to 
Sportswriting as It Comes 

“The Sportswriter” is imbued with 
a Middle West anything-you-want 


within-sensible-limits mentality that 
hardly seems suited to deal with the 
sad turns that adult life may take. But 
in Ford's hands it does make sense 
and, in fact, you might call this a novel 
of Common sense raised to an un- 
common degree 
Frank Bascombe tells us that for a 
life to be worth anything, you must 
face the facts. And what are the facts? 
Fact number one is that you must 
“face the earth where you can.” And 
whether your place is New Jersey or 
Detroit or West Sacramento, there is 
mystery to be found 
Second of all, remember that 
“anyone could be anyone else in most 
ways.” This may seem like small con- 
solation, but the point of this novel is 
that small consolation is usually what 
we get — so take it, the big one may 
not come along 
The third thing to remember is the 
old adage from one of those gurus that 


used to smile out from the dashboards 
of old VW busses: Be here now. As 


the sportswriter says, “I suppose that I 
will always fear that whatever this is, 
is st.” But he doesn’t let fear get in the 
way of his enjoyment of the things of 
everyday life 

He remembers the fact of friend- 
ship and its truest measure: the 
amount of precious time you will 
squander On “someone else’s calami- 
ties and fuck-ups.” 

He tells us the fact about facts 
themselves: “There are things in this 
world — plenty of them — we don’t 
need to know the facts about.” He 
hopes that his children will “not fall 
prey to idiotic factualism or the indig- 
nity of endless explanation.” 

So what's wrong with explana 
tions? It is when they are endless and 
threaten to encroach upon what the 
sportswriter calis the mystery in life 

Something ts mysterious when 


you know a little about it, but you do 
not know it completely. if you try to 


explore it too deeply, you will “dead- 


end in nothing but facts.” 


Read “The Sportswriter” and you 


will find out how Frank Bascombe 
himself, Weals with the events that 
never work out the way we expect 
them to, no matter how smart or 
competent we are. This novel is about 
the reasons to go on living and liv ing 
well, for as Bascombe learns, “You 
have only to let yourself in for it. You 
can never know what's coming next 

This 's a novel of an ordinary man 
confronting the common situation in 
an appealingly unique way. Richard 
Ford has given life to a “philosophi 
cal” way of looking at things thar 
could affect you more than any philo 
sophy; for as a novel it rings true
